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is nbc nightly news friday october 1st with john chancellor and david brinkley reporting from the nbc news 
center in new york good evening a deputy attorney general in washington said today there is no reason to 
assume that the federal investigation of campaign funds in michigan involves gerald ford harold tyler said he 
was the justice department official who referred the case to the special watergate prosecutor after an 
informant brought material to the department in today's washington post tyler is quoted as saying to the 
extent i know about it this involves president ford but later today tyler said he has no knowledge that the 
president is involved he said if mr ford's name was mentioned i don't recall it here's more on the story from 
james polk the deputy attorney general harold tyler said the investigation began after an informant came to 
the fbi and suggested that presidential campaign funds might have been misused in 1972 in ford's hometown 
of grand rapids michigan [Music] i have no knowledge that mr ford is implicated in this at all since i didn't talk 
to the informant and since i did not know all of the specifics with what he was saying uh i can't tell you who 
was involved uh allegedly who the candidates were i don't think i ever heard that i didn't make any 
investigation i didn't make any evaluation that's not my function tyler sent the case to special prosecutor 
charles ruff who was reached today at a law school where he teaches ruff refused to talk about the case no 
comment have you found any evidence of illegality absolutely no comment whatsoever jim i can't talk about 
the matter at all ruff did say the case began with a tip to the fbi tyler has uh said that the matter was preferred 
that's an accurate description of the manner in 
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accurate description of the manner in which uh the case came to my attention beyond that have you any idea 
what time frame the investigation will require i don't even want to discuss the perspective after a full week of 
public scrutiny there still has been no indication of any impropriety by president ford special prosecutor ruff 
may break his silence perhaps as early as next week to resolve and perhaps end the investigation james 
polk nbc news washington well all of that was going on mr ford was being presidential in the white house 
meeting with the french foreign minister louis de gringo don oliver reports from washington there was small 
talk before the meeting began the french foreign minister noting that the president is in the papers nearly 
every day yes replied mr ford for better or worse he was trying to make this a better day adopting the role of 
statesman rather than politician conferring with both the french diplomat and soviet foreign minister andrei 
gramico the white house let it be known that troubles over the salt agreement would be a significant part of 
the agenda aides hope mr ford will be perceived as a man with expertise in foreign policy since his next 
debate with jimmy carter is on that subject but between the foreign ministers there was a purely political 
meeting a report from running mate robert dole on how the campaign is going the president told dole he is 
doing a great job the president remained in the oval office dole came out to use the white house press room 
as a forum to call jimmy carter weird i think the one thing in this campaign uh that indicates there's 


movement and the responsible move in this campaign is a great doubt about governor carter his weird 
performance and his uh judgment and i think what people will want now particularly in foreign policy is 
experience and not an experiment spokesman ron nessen would not say if 
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spokesman ron nessen would not say if president ford agrees with the characterization of carter as weird but 
it's clear the white house would rather have that be the topic of conversation rather than the federal 
investigation into mr ford's campaign records at his briefing today nissan refused to answer any questions 
about that topic don oliver nbc news the white house the magazine new times is coming out with a story 
which says that secretary of agriculture earl butts made some racist remarks about black voters on an 
airplane returning from the republican convention we will not report what he said but we do know that today 
butts called transportation secretary william coleman a black and apologized saying it was an extremely bad 
choice of words the president called butts on the carpet in person today and gave him a severe reprimand 
but said this evening i regret any offense and offer a complete apology but said i was only repeating a 
comment made by a ward politician in a midwestern city but even that was a mistake as senator edward 
brooke the only black in the senate is demanding butts resignation david yes jimmy carter has lost more than 
half of his lead over president ford in the polls and he was worrying today that a low turnout in the election 
could be fatal to his chances but on his 52nd birthday today he was drawing good crowds in new england 
and they were giving him gifts of lobsters main potatoes and a cake shaped like a pine tree the secret 
service took charge of the lobsters presumably for security reasons here is bob james despite his statements 
to the contrary carter today tried to exploit the president's golf games paid for by a steel lobbyist his first 
speech of the day was made to a group of new england labor leaders in it he attacked administration 
economic policies and added this i know the difference in people's lives between a president who gets his 
advice his knowledge his friendship his golf fees his obligations from 
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his golf fees his obligations from special interest groups in washington as the campaign moved on to 
connecticut it was revealed that carter himself had received the hospitality of a corporation carter confirmed 
that brunswick pulp and paper paid for a visit to a forest resort for him and his family but he said state 
business was discussed with company officials and that the trip was publicized how does this compare to the 
flap over ford's golf games i wouldn't try to say that that what i did was was more proper and what mr poor 
did was was improper i think that as i said earlier uh this was a relationship between me and a very important 
industry the forestry industry there was no attempt to persuade me to do anything in government the attempt 
was made to persuade them to let the forest industry be included within the natural resources department 
despite that problem carter seemed to be enjoying this his 52nd birthday at stops during his campaign day 
carter collected four cakes a crate of lobsters a pen and pencil and a peanut stuffed with a potato bob 
jamison nbc news with the carter campaign in hartford [Applause] dr george gallup said dr george gallup said 
in a speech that if the present trends continue with carter's lead over ford narrowing all the time by november 
the election may be too close to call john our nightly news special this evening deals with what jimmy carter 
calls the one potentially fatal aspect of his campaign voter apathy we heard a lot of talk this year from both 
parties about drives to register voters by the end of next week it will be too late to register in most states and 
as far as we can tell the registration drives haven't done too well john hart has this report on people who 
won't vote even if they are registered the idea is that this is a democracy where the government rules with 
the consent of the governed in the last eight years as many as 10 million have withdrawn their consent 
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million have withdrawn their consent they stopped voting sixty million more gave it up long ago or never 
started sixty and ten are seventy million people around half of the electorate not likely to vote for their next 
president a survey by peter hart associates shows three quarters of non-voters are white 80 percent with 
middle class incomes or less that's chester wozniak machinist 60 years old toledo ohio income around 12 


000 education 8th grade 20 years ago he was a precinct captain he stopped voting after 1960. the 
candidates so to speak would promise something and never fulfill it in my opinion never fulfill your promises 
68 of the non-voters surveyed agreed candidates say one thing and do another i think the lobbyists have a 
lot to do in persuading our representative and congressman what bills to vote for and what not to vote 63 
percent of the non-voters agreed the government in washington is pretty much run by a few big interests mrs 
wozniak 54 housewife hasn't voted since 1960. and i feel well they put the fellow they want anyhow so i feel 
like why waste my time go vote that's how i feel about politics what do you mean but well my vote i feel well 
i'm gonna help just one vote 46 of the non-voters felt their votes don't really count grandma 79 has not voted 
since 1960. i think the friend she used to go to the polls with died and she doesn't want to go alone i got 
disgusted you know that so i didn't go wrong my neighbor died so i quit too you know i have a friend to go 
with and i didn't go myself 15 of the non-voters say they need help to go to the polls 
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say they need help to go to the polls jim wozniak is almost 20 assistant manager of a lumber yard lives with 
the family never registered and won't doesn't care about politics doesn't trust politicians i would say 90 90 
percent of them are crooked i would say that you know they're one in one way or another they're out to get 
the next guy 61 of the non-voters agree that quite a few of the people running the government are a little 
crooked bonnie wozniak 24 stenographer last year's polka queen in toledo the only member of the family 
who votes look past the watergate and everything all you hear is now old politicians this that you know all no 
good and that's not true i don't think but i think my vote helps i hope it does the politician the wozniak's 
admired most is john kennedy kennedy is far and away the most favored by non-voters only one percent of 
the non-voters said they admired ford most only one percent admired carter most the polls show neither ford 
nor carter has turned the non-voters on enough to turn them out election day for these and other reasons as 
much as half the electorate will stay home this campaign is for half the country john hart nbc news toledo 
that's it have a nice october weekend thank you and good night for all of us at nbc's dirty joke cost him his 
job with tears in his eyes he went over to the white house today and resigned as secretary of agriculture 
president ford accepted it unhappily he said butts his letter of resignation apologized for any offense caused 
by a racial remark in a private conversation that later became public an unfortunate choice of language he 
said here's ford rowan in washington his usual bounce and punch were gone 
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were gone earl butts conceded that the reaction to his obscene joke about blacks had caused him to resign i 
want to say that this was completely my own decision in terms of what i and mrs butts felt would be in the 
best interest of the president of the campaign for election and of government itself this is the price i pay for a 
gross indiscretion in a private conversation the use of a bad racial commentary in no way reflects my real 
attitude by taking this action i hope to remove even the appearance of racism as an issue in the ford 
campaign the president did not want to be photographed with butts so when the former secretary departed 
mr ford waited about a half hour then read a statement for reporters this has been one of the saddest 
decisions of my presidency earl butts has been and continues to be a close personal friend and a man who 
loves his country and all that it represents yet earl butts is also wise enough and courageous enough to 
recognize that no single individual no matter how distinguished his past public service should cast a shadow 
over the integrity and good will of the american government by his comments for that reason i have accepted 
the resignation of this decent and good man the butt's affair may result in high political costs for president 
ford aside from the embarrassment caused by butts racial slur his resignation from the cabinet removes one 
of the ford administration's most powerful spokesman in farm areas where president ford hopes to win but 
says he will continue to campaign for mr ford but it's hard to see how he can be much help after leaving

resignation is good for the country the party and the president earlier brooke had called on butts to quit but 
senator robert byrd of west virginia a democrat said mr ford should have fired butts immediately to wait for 
three days according to bird looks like political expediency and jimmy carter said that the president had 
waited to see what public opinion was before accepting butts resignation bob jameson is traveling with carter 
carter learned of butz's resignation while flying to denver he told reporters mr ford should have fired bus long 
ago for his farm policies alone and accused the president of inaction in this case because of election politics 
and i believe that the way this whole uh embarrassing and disgusting episode was handled by president ford 
shows a continuation of lack of leadership instead of making his decision based on what was right and best 
for the country he very carefully waited until he assessed public opinion polls to see what was right politically 
carter's aides believed the butts episode particularly mr ford's reluctance to sack the agriculture secretary on 
friday is a significant development that will move undecided voters toward carter the timing is important 
because they believe carter is rebounding from the mistakes that hurt his campaign during the last several 
weeks and if there were any doubt he would make the most of the butt's affair that was removed near the top 
of his speech to a denver rally this has been a good day for us i happen to found out that earl busts resigned 
i don't think he i don't think he ever should have been secretary of agriculture to begin with and i'm glad that 
he's um later he spoke to a catholic charities convention at which he did not mention abortion but at which he 
said he is committed to preserving the american family from here it is on to san francisco and two days of 
preparation for wednesday 





two days of preparation for wednesday night's debate which aides say will reveal a tougher more 
knowledgeable carter on foreign affairs than the public expects bob jameson nbc news with the carter 
campaign in denver over the weekend there were many demands that butts be fired but they were not 
unanimous for one the american farm bureau federation's president said he knew butts was not a racist and 
his remarks were unfortunate but farmers and ranchers should not be the losers he said because of this 
regrettable incident reactions from the farm areas here's al johnson in chicago many farmers liked secretary 
of agriculture earl butts they felt he understood their problems and did a lot to help solve them i think he did a 
good job for the farmer speaking out for farmers as a whole while he was secretary of agriculture and i 
supported secretary butts not necessarily in all he ever said but in his general actions we're sorry that he 
made a statement that he did we think he's the first real secretary of agriculture this country's ever had and 
he's done a tremendous job i think during his time while we've seen our surpluses disappear and i think it's 
been good for the farmer but there was some farmers who did not like secretary butts and their reasons had 
nothing to do with his offensive remarks i don't think he should have been in there in the first place uh i think 
he was put in there for big business where it looks to me and a lot of other farmers so took a long time to find 
out what they found out as far as uh daring is concerned i think i'm sure that he let us dairy farmers down 
well i have mixed emotions i'm sorry to see him leave under the circumstances uh i think he made a few 
remarks he shouldn't have made possibly i hate to see him hurt presidents for his campaign while there were 
mixed reactions about how secretary butts handled his job the farmers were almost unanimous in saying that 
it was his mouth not his policies that got him in trouble 





not his policies that got him in trouble all johnson nbc news cane county illinois as if that weren't enough for 
butts in one day a senate subcommittee has been investigating howard callaway former uh president ford's 
former campaign manager and his strenuous effort to add more land to his ski resort in colorado today nbc 
news has a copy of its final report and it says butts had a hand in this and that the whole thing was it said a 
sorry history of partiality and favoritism john the october 15th debate of the vice presidential candidates will 
be held in houston in the alley theater near the downtown civic center john that he doesn't intend to make the 
nixon pardon an issue this year but today his running mate walter mondale made a big issue out of it 
mondale said that when mr ford pardoned nixon he made a mockery of the notion that in america there is no 
sovereign who stands above the law this today in kansas city our man robert hager was there since the 


democratic convention mondale had said almost nothing about watergate or the pardon of president nixon 
but today in a carefully prepared speech to university of missouri law students mondale accused president 
ford of showing a weakness of leadership throughout the watergate crisis mr ford led the fight to prevent the 
first investigation of the watergate break-in in 1972 by the house banking committee both mr ford and mr 
dole strongly supported the saturday night massacre when nixon fired archibald cox for refusing to knuckle 
under on suppressing the tapes to the better end mr ford strongly defended mr nixon long after it was 
obvious to many members of his own party most american people that the administration was obstructing 
justice finally mondale criticized president ford for pardoning nixon martin was issued with no accountability 
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issued with no accountability no official listing of crimes and no means of determining the specific offenses 
involved but mr nixon was pardoned and his responsibility never established no act more perpetrated nixon's 
own dangerous doctrine doctrine to the president is somehow above the law mondale says openly that he's 
wanted to give this speech since the start of the campaign but he says jimmy carter objected to making a 
major open issue of the presidential pardon now halfway through the race with the polls becoming tighter 
carter has apparently changed his mind robert hager nbc news kansas city earl butts now joins a forlorn 
parade of washington figures leaving office in circumstances illegal disgraceful or merely embarrassing as he 
was cleaning out his desk at the department of agriculture today there was still another charge here's irving r 
levine in washington at the agriculture department even while employees were reading of earl butz's 
resignation a new controversy arose this one over buttz's record in hiring blacks government statistics show 
the agriculture department has the worst record of any cabinet level agency in hiring minorities but butts 
claims that the situation has improved since he became secretary and that part of the problem is that blacks 
don't want to go into agriculture let me say though that that in the department rank high among departments 
in employment of minorities i think there is a historical reason for that historically blacks in the south did not 
go into agriculture and even went to college they used college as a means to get out of agriculture this 
represented serfdom to them in a real way despite his resignation earl but said he has been asked by 
president ford to campaign for him i'm very very fond of president ford i think he's a

needs him the world needs him i think he's got to have the farm belt locked in in this election to carry the 
election i'm going to do everything i can already this morning a very substantial number of calls have come in 
for my appearance and that's going to be my my full-time obsession the next four weeks buttz's statement 
that president ford asked him to continue to campaign for him gives the appearance at least to president ford 
wanting to have his cake and eat it too the president wanted butts out of the cabinet in order not to lose votes 
as a result of butts racial joke but apparently the president still wants butts help in winning the farm vote

everybody the president started his official day in a meeting with a newly formed group of democrats and 
independents for ford former democratic congresswoman edith green said she's before it because she trusts

he is ready for tonight's confrontation with the president that the nervousness which was apparent in the 
opening minutes of the first debate has now been dispelled here's the carter story reported by bob jameson 
carter left his hotel suite for the theater in high spirits he had spent the last 36 hours in intense preparation 
and though some of his aides were edgy the governor was relaxed [Music] he spent an hour at the theater 
first visiting the stage trailed by photographers though the set is the same as in philadelphia carter aids say 
the governor's performance here will be different carter gave close attention to the maze of audio equipment 
and its backup system so tonight it'll be video instead of sound right no neither carter spent some time alone

difference in the campaign what carter aides hope for tonight is a

the governor's grasp of foreign and defense matters and from the start carter plans an aggressive attack on 
president ford's policies bob jameson nbc news with the carter campaign in san francisco the rules for the 
first debate in philadelphia drew some criticism the answers to the questions were too long and too technical 
there was also some criticism of the questions tonight here in san francisco the rules won't be changed but 
the pace of the debate is likely to be quicker douglas kiker has that story this is how the first presidential 
debate held in philadelphia on september 23rd looked on television and this also is how the second debate 
the san francisco debate is going to look on television tonight exactly the same the same set which was 
shipped here from philadelphia is being used right down to the blue linoleum on the stage floor and the same 
program format with a few minor changes will be employed the same format despite the fact that it received 


some criticism after the first debate after that first debate there were a lot of suggested changes that the 
candidates be allowed to make opening as well as closing statements that the time allowed for questions and 
answers be shortened that the format be changed to provide for more direct confrontation between the two 
men but none of these changes has been made in an effort to quicken the pace the league of women voters 
has made some suggestions they're going to be in terms of follow-up questions we hope they really are truly 
follow-ups this time i mean a clarification of what the original question would be or further [Music] indication 
of what that answer is or something so a new locale for this second debate san francisco's palace of the fine 
arts and new subjects defense and foreign affairs this time but essentially the same format douglas kiker nbc

was a bad news day for gerald ford his statement last night in the debate with jimmy carter about eastern 
europe not being dominated by the soviet union has caused a storm of protest and some derision overseas 
his pledge to reveal the names of american companies participating in the arab boycott against israel has 
been tied up in what one official called a matter of semantics and on top of all that there was some bad 
economic news giving fuel to carter's charge that the economy is in trouble wholesale prices last month went 
up sharply david president ford is john mr ford said last night that the commerce department would today 
disclose the names of those companies that have participated in the arab boycott against israel everyone 
thought that meant the names of companies which have been and are observing the boycott but at the 
commerce department today there was a different interpretation only the names of companies which will 
from now on participate will be disclosed carol simpson has more on the story until now mr ford had been 
against revealing the names at one point his administration even resisted a subpoena from congress but last 
night the president surprised even members of his own administration with his announcement i am going to 
announce tomorrow that the department of commerce will disclose those companies that have uh 
participated in the arab boycott this is something that we can do the congress failed to do it 





congress failed to do it and we intend to do it but this morning commerce secretary richardson seemed to 
contradict the president by saying the administration wouldn't reveal the names of companies which have 
participated but only the names of the companies that will from now on richardson said he was surprised the 
president brought it up last night richardson said the matter had been talked about at the white house and it's 
been clear really that in the in the executive order under discussion with white house staff that we were 
talking about from the date of the order on at the capitol reaction was swift and angry congressman blamed 
mr ford for blocking anti-boycott legislation the president made the statement that he tried to get this 
legislation enacted and the congress in effect prevented it and i think we can absolutely prove that to 
anybody's satisfaction that is not the case either the president was trying to deceive the american people for 
political purposes last night or the candidate candidate ford didn't know the policies of president por here at 
the commerce department where the files are kept nbc news learned that more than 11 000 american 
companies have been approached by the arabs and 94 of them about 10 000 companies have joined the 
arab boycott of israel but officials say there is no way the names of these companies will ever be made 
public carol simpson nbc news washington tonight the president made a statement so startling to his 
listeners that some even thought it must be a slip of the tongue he said quote there is no soviet domination of 
eastern europe and never will be in a forward administration the reaction has been generally critical 
particularly in parts of this country having numerous people of east european descent here are three reports 
cleveland has the largest hungarian community in the country eighty thousand people many of them said 
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eighty thousand people many of them said they were shocked by what the president said in fact uh he 
denied that there is any uh soviet domination in eastern countries i don't know how would he explain then 
why two hundred thousand people uh fled the hungarian 56 and uh a 68 uh chelslovak episode it's shocking 
to us that uh the president of the united states makes a statement that eastern european nations are not on 
the russian friends because life is a little bit better now than it was 20 years ago but uh he failed to mention 
that the russians are present and i we know that russian soldiers are by the hundreds of thousands present 
in eastern europe the leaders of the hungarian community say president ford's comments may lose him 
votes among their people bob dodson nbc news cleveland chicago has as many polls as warsaw more than 
a million after last night's debate the president of the illinois polish american congress got a call from one of 
mr ford's assistance i told the special assistant that uh this will hurt ford in the uh polish american community 
as well as another slavic and eastern european community mr ford's statement was good news for illinois 
democratic leaders who were worried about the president's growing popularity in the polish american 
community for eastern europeans they vote their democratic they were wavering they're back in the camp 
thank god and the people who live in the community were upset i am republican i like disappointed but he

are you sure now i am practically al johnson nbc news chicago the ethnic roots of rosenberg texas run all the 
way back to the plains of bohemia czech immigrants settled this farming community in the late 1800s their 
descendants are still here the local radio station's morning disc jockey is joe gavrnovich who broadcast news 
of the debate in moravian a czech dialect and at the chamber of commerce luncheon today many disagreed 
with the president's remarks voters here tend to be anti-communist conservative democrats who believe that 
eastern european countries are still captive nations it's not what's going on over there there is dominance in 
eastern europe and uh unless he does admit his mistake it is going to cost him some votes i would have a 
tendency to believe that he made a mistake and he's going to face of the american people and you say that's 
not what i really meant to say or what if it was what he meant to say well i think he's going to have his uh 
penalty to pay on november the 2nd most of the people here felt the president's remarks were a mistake a 
slip of the tongue but they're upset about it so unless the president issues a retraction or some clarification 
they're likely to remain upset all the way to the ballot box arthur lord nbc news rosenberg texas there are no 
national television ratings on how many people saw the debate last night but the nielsen company says that 
there was a slight decline from the number of people who watched the first debate in new york chicago and 
los angeles not a big decline but a decline we'll have the candidates reactions to the debate in a moment 
president ford wants to buy the b-1 bomber for the air force over some objections in congress that it's too 
expensive and that bombers are obsolete anyway carter on the other hand is not so enthusiastic for the b-1 
today ford said carter wanted to speak loudly and carry a fly swatter 
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loudly and carry a fly swatter and he praised the b-1 again and even went to the plant that would build it and 
climbed into one here's marilyn berger in los angeles ford tried to appear the jaunty candidate whose 
campaign still had the magic of momentum as he started out early today in search of california's 45 electoral 
votes here in los angeles he made a pitch for the big defense industry vote even sitting in a mock-up of the 
controversial b-1 bomber but ford knew he had a problem as he moved on to the university of southern 
california he and his staff were still trying to figure out how to explain what some people are calling the 
biggest gap of his campaign his statement in last night's debate that the nations of eastern europe are not 
under soviet nomination last night in the debate i spoke of america's firm support for the aspiration for 
independence of the nations of eastern europe the united states has never conceded and never will concede 
their domination by the soviet union [Applause] it is our policy to use every peaceful means to assist 
countries in eastern europe in their efforts to become less dependent on the soviet union and to establish 
closer and closer ties with the west and of course the united states of america it was a stab at correcting a 
costly impression the port people knew they could not let a day go by without trying to do something about 


the impression left by last night's debate it was important because of the strong reaction across the country 
and it was especially important to do it here ford knows he cannot win in november unless he takes california 
marilyn berger nbc news in los angeles jimmy carter was on the road today looking pleased some of his 
people said they were delighted with the debate and especially with the president's statement about 





with the president's statement about eastern europe kenley jones was traveling with carter today and here is 
his report [Music] when carter arrived at a breakfast meeting with california labor leaders today he was ina 
good mood a mood he shared with his audience i understand the polish americans before it is disbanding 
and uh i talked to chris mondale last night and i said it was pretty late i said fitzy about ready to go to bed he 
said no i'm going to find me a polish bar i'm sure the drinks are on the house for all the democrats later carter 
became more serious about what he called the president's insensitivity and lack of knowledge displayed by 
his remarks about eastern europe i thought he disgraced our country by claiming that the eastern europeans 
were free of domination by the soviet union that's obviously not true it was a very serious blend of him to say 
it carter then flew to salt lake city for a meeting with mormon church leaders but still mindful that mr ford's 
remarks last night may help carter with another religious group catholics many of whom have ties to eastern 
european countries there is some concern about how well carter will do among catholic voters he will not let 
them forget what mr ford said carter seems convinced he has shaken the campaign slump he was in thanks 
in part to mr ford's help and that he now has the momentum to maintain his lead in the polls provided he can 
keep his supporters interested enough in the campaign to vote and provided he can avoid making the same 
kind of mistake the president seems to have made kenley jones nbc news salt lake city this time as last time 
tapes of the debate are sent to moscow for the american embassy to put on showings for russian officials 
along with a little vodka and light refreshments and another foreign capitals were some of the more 
interested listeners to a debate on foreign policy and defense for some of the early foreign comments and 
reactions here are three reports a clanger they headline it 





three reports a clanger they headline it here in britain president ford's statement that eastern europe is not 
under the domination of the soviet union a blunder ports ask why then is defense spending for britain so high 
when the country's economy is in such bad shape generally it's believed that jimmy carter won the debate 
but that he exaggerated the decline of u.s prestige abroad also was felt that mr carter perhaps exhibited 
some innocence in insisting that foreign policy can be conducted without some secrecy here in britain they 
feel that's not the real world paul cunningham nbc news london there hasn't been any official soviet reaction 
to the ford carter debate and there's not likely to be they're taking a strictly hands-off attitude toward the u.s 
election but the russians couldn't help but be pleased by some of president ford's remarks that the u.s is not 
going to move back to a cold war relationship with the soviet union that he's dedicated to proceeding with a 
new assault agreement those are also soviet aims and they're likely to feel more comfortable with a 
candidate who commits himself to them than with one who criticizes the soviet union for failing to live up to 
the helsinki agreement as mr carter did john dancy nbc news moscow tough talk about the russians is 
always well received here where everyone knows there are russian divisions based on east german territory 
surrounding the city the early response seems to indicate that there was indeed tough talk by governor carter 
especially where they taught and eastern europe are concerned this does not necessarily mean it's a pro- 
carter response it is just that here as in so much of europe so little was known about him now people think 
they know a bit more and to a degree they are reassured by it fred briggs nbc news west berlin our man jack 
perkins as we have often seen is willing to work willing to stay up all night traveling thousands of miles willing 
as they say to suffer for his 





to suffer for his art to start in san francisco after last night's debate crossed the country stopping in one place 
after another eventually winding up foot sore in washington where perkins tells us now what he learned in his 
travels we started in san francisco and here were some of the voices and comments that filled the air of this 
city as the debate ended last night i had to give president ford uh the first knockdown punch mr carter was 
very strong i really was i really enjoyed it the line four good evening you're on kgo with sonny blackstone i 
want to give my vote to four because i feel that he gave very forthright answers to the questions on the basis 
of carter being much stronger this time around i think you'd have to say carter one then this morning in 
minneapolis day was just beginning to break as people began gathering at the crystal court for breakfast and 
comment i originally planned on voting for carter and uh listening to him into the things that he does say i just 
don't feel that i would vote for them either one of them right now i think carter won the smelling contest and 
later today in washington dc not only official people were talking about last night's debate they were not 
connected to one another and i think carter came out of here this time it didn't change my opinion one way or 
the other i'm still very much for ford i don't think either one won it i think it's one of the most boring shows i've 
ever seen we also went to a couple of other places places that we thought might have some special 
significance in this story for instance we came to wisconsin to the town of carter in fact i thought carter did 
damn good last night good flame england every time that uh ford came up with something that carter had to 
answer or that backed him 
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carter had to answer or that backed him right in the corner do you imagine that carter will vote for carter this 
fall well i hope so [Music] and finally what about the people around the general store in the town of ford 
kentucky the president didn't impress you too much last night i didn't i didn't well i didn't believe did you from 
watching the debate uh come to favor one man over the other oh no i don't vote i never have voted 68 years 
old i never voted so in conclusion whatever it may mean the perkins peripatetic poll for today suggests that 
carter wisconsin is for carter and ford kentucky is probably for carter also jack perkins nbc news ford 
kentucky and that such as it is is the news we'll be back with more of it tomorrow good night reporting from 
the nbc news center in new york good evening david brinkley is on assignment this evening jimmy carter 
stepped up his attacks on president ford today using some of the strongest language of the campaign a 
carter supporter has made public a secret tax audit of mr ford's finances in 1972. the audit's accuracy has 
been confirmed it shows that for that year both mr and mrs ford got along with only twelve dollars cash a 
week between them something like five dollars a week in pocket money from mr ford today carter said there 
seems to be a discrepancy here and he called on the president in carter's words to tell the truth the whole 
truth and nothing but the truth bob jameson was there when carter said it carter arrived in albuquerque 
carrying a new speech a broad sharp attack on president ford at a rally carter said that ford in a news 
conference stated no campaign money had ever gone for his personal use 
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had ever gone for his personal use and he called on the president to tell the whole truth of the matter it's now 
been reported that an internal revenue service report states that campaign money was used to buy clothes 
for mr ford and his family and to pay for a vacation trip to veil the internal revenue service also reported that 
mr ford had financed his whole personal expense for him and his family on five dollars a week from his own 
income there seems to be a discrepancy here somewhere the speech was a litany of charges that there are 
many discrepancies in mr ford's record and public statements about nuclear nonproliferation the arab boycott 
of firms doing business with israel and his debate statement about the autonomy of eastern european 
countries apparently when mr ford went to poland as happened to george romney last time he was 
brainwashed and carter again accused mr ford of hiding in the white house of dodging questions about what 
carter termed these discrepancies carter did not talk today about the september unemployment figures last 
month when unemployment rose he jumped on the news as evidence of poor administration handling of the 
economy clearly carter believes this is the chance to seize the initiative to rediscover his momentum and so 
the temple of his attacks on president ford will surely increase to make certain that he does not lose it again

ford as he explained what he really meant to say it was another day of campaigning but before it was also 
another day of explaining he tried and tried again to make amends for his suggestion that the soviet union 
does not dominate eastern europe at a breakfast meeting in los angeles he explained that the people of 
eastern europe don't believe they are going to be forever dominated if they are by the soviet union then he 
spoke of allegations of domination he only made it worse and during a rally in glendale his aides tried to 
explain some more does ford know the eastern european countries are dominated hell yes replied richard 
cheney but that wasn't enough so ford tried yet again president ford does not believe that the polish people 
over the long run whether they're in poland or whether they're polish americans here will ever condone 
domination by any foreign force i hope and trusted my observations this morning will put an end to a 
misunderstanding it was a misunderstanding and i hope and trust that my very deep and firm convictions 
have now been set again as they have over the years thank you for the campaign staff that hope to appeal to 
the catholic vote to swing crucial industrial states and that catholic vote is in many cases also the polish vote 
marilyn berger nbc news glendale california the figures on unemployment came out today the last set of

book i am not a racist nobody has ever accused me of being a racist those statements were made in the 
context of a private illustration regarding conditions 50 years ago it's an old joke i've used it on my own group 
of farmers on german lutherans which i happen to be one but it's a closed chapter butts did not risk too much 
coming here to mississippi blacks here are not likely to vote republican anyway and one mississippi man said 
whites around here have been hearing racial jokes the kind butts told for years ford rowan nbc news 
greenville mississippi was scheduled to endorse either gerald ford or jimmy carter today but now there will be 
no endorsement the reason is a stunning display of voter apathy among teamster union members their union 
asked them to state their presidential preference but so few of them did that the endorsement was cancelled 
brian ross has the story the teamsters mailed almost two million ballots at a cost of a half million dollars 
union members received the ballots 





union members received the ballots between the first and the second presidential debates today teamster 
president frank fitzsimmons said the union would not endorse either ford or carter because so few teamsters 
returned their ballots only 17 of the union's members carter beat ford 2-1 among the few teamsters who did 
vote in the straw poll carter received 62 of the teamster votes ford got 31 and the rest was split among other 
candidates fitzsimmons blamed the apathy of the union's members on news organizations i can only say one 


thing to you that the real faith in the american public has been deluded so intensely over the last number of 
years by all medias that i think our people are no different than what john doe is whether he belongs to 
teamsters or any union either ford or carter had asked for the endorsement of the teamster leadership 
probably because frank fitzsimmons and other top union leaders are the targets of several federal 
investigations prompted by the disappearance of james hoffa and now that the majority of the teamster 
members have shown their apathy there will be no official endorsement of any candidate and the country's 
largest union will be sitting out this presidential election officially brian ross nbc news los angeles deals with 
the catholic vote we've heard about catholics this year in connection with abortion the church hierarchy is 
against it neither jimmy carter nor gerald ford supports the idea of a constitutional amendment banning easy 
abortion although the president has said individual states could pass laws against it tom pettitt [Music] the 
reports church in america has tried to make abortion an important political issue in every parish this is saint 
francis xavier's basilica in dyersville iowa a town which is over 90 catholic 
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so let's thank god that abortion is an issue in this election year i hope it will be an issue every year until it's 
recognized again for the evil that it is there are 48 million catholics in the united states about 28 million 
catholics registered to vote one of them is larry knipper who owns a farm in eastern iowa [Music] i asked larry 
and some of his neighbors who also are catholic how the abortion issue will affect their votes it would have 
an influence on the vote i would suppose to a certain degree but i don't know that that shouldn't have to be 
the whole um bowl of wax really i think the public is accepting ford as non-abortion and carter as abortion 
and i think that uh in a catholic area like this that's going to have a great deal of effect on the boat at least 
here in dyersville iowa we found many people somewhat confused about jimmy carter's stand on abortion 
but they were quite clear in their own views on that issue and quite uniform that did not seem to be the case 
among big city catholics the south side of milwaukee wisconsin is heavily catholic and heavily influenced by 
eastern european immigration it is home for many well-paid skilled workers among catholics here we found 
abortion to be less an issue than jimmy carter himself he just keeps switching back and forth and eventually 
it turns the call off i don't know what i don't know how they have to vote in the next election i don't know i 
don't trust carter to begin this with usually a strongly democratic crowd but there is lingering resentment over 
the carter playboy interview 
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carter playboy interview teach that oh i lost i lost women i don't want the presidency st mary's parish 
providence rhode island a state that is more than 60 catholic the most catholic state in the union [Music] 
bingo night at st mary's which serves a low-income neighborhood among working-class catholics bingo is 
almost a ritual a tradition which ranks higher than voting straight democratic 46. older women are uniformly 
against abortion even though nearly half the new babies born in this section of providence are illegitimate 
[Music] among many younger women there is strong sentiment against the church stand on abortion for poor 
people who happen to be catholic issues other than abortion seem more important i want a president that's 
going to do something and help us when i think of what 16th you want my honest opinion yes ma'am people 
hang themselves up you have done thing for us all i know is i want carter in there [Music] but i do i hate them 
in iowa abortion may be an issue that counts only in a very close election in wisconsin it seems to be less 
controversial than carter himself and here in rhode island as elsewhere it would seem that abortion may be 
more 





would seem that abortion may be more important politically to the church than to individual catholics tom 
pettit nbc news providence rhode island statue of christopher columbus is in front of the washington railroad 
station and so president ford went over there today to make his columbus day speech and to begin the final 
three weeks of the campaign by saying the u.s supports freedom in eastern europe and in a newspaper 
interview he said jimmy carter in talking about ford's campaign finances was guilty of pure demagoguery 


making charges he knew were not true for what else happened in the ford campaign here's marilyn berger in 
washington president ford first met with israeli foreign minister yigal alon the white house used the occasion 
to confirm that the united states would send some new sophisticated weapons to israel among them is a 
special infrared missile guidance system that permits anti-tank warfare at night a weapon israel has been 
trying to get for about a year one which has not been sold abroad the announcement came just a day before 
ford is to meet with jewish leaders in new york city today was columbus day an opportunity for ford to pay 
tribute to america's ethnic diversity he's still trying to correct his misstatement of last week about soviet 
domination of eastern europe today the problems we face in building a better world can be just as difficult as 
the ones columbus overcame in finding a new one the peoples of the old world still look to the new world as 
the champion of freedom the champion of human rights america has been their hope and their help and we 
will never let them down [Music] ford has invited americans of eastern european descent to come to the 
white house tomorrow 
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house tomorrow after placing a wreath of the statue of columbus ford returned to the white house for a 
meeting with his campaign steering committee and with his running mate senator dole as might be expected 
in such a conference of republicans there were plenty of complaints about carter people said he was running 
a mean and nasty campaign that the mean streak in carter's character had come out and that he was losing 
the south senator javits said he'd urge the president to take his gloves off to get tougher to point out to the 
american people the things he sees in carter's character that could be harmful to the united states he said 
that's his duty as president marilyn berger nbc news at the white house well all that was going on jimmy 
carter was in the midwest trying to harvest boats in a columbus day parade in chicago with mayor daley at 
his side carter was seen by hundreds of thousands of people illinois is a state which is rated neither for ford 
nor for carter at the moment don oliver reports illinois is a tough state for carter the man at the microphone is 
making it even tougher he is michael howlett the democratic candidate for governor and he is running far 
behind his republican opponent he is dragging carter down but carter can't disown howlett because that 
would offend mayor richard daley carter says he has never relied on political bosses but daley is one boss 
whose help he needs carter's got another problem here with illinois big catholic population last night at a 
polish american dinner a priest gave a strong anti-carter anti-abortion invocation this morning carter went to 
a catholic mass celebrating columbus day a pro-life demonstrator booed the democratic candidate there was 
a scuffle in the crowd and police dragged the man off pro carter's sign carriers were moved close to the 
church to block off the anti-abortion demonstrators who were kept across the street 
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street this tactic is spelled out in a carter campaign manual a campaign manual for advanced men that has 
been criticized for urging devious practices the annual columbus day parade in chicago carter his wife his 
daughter and mayor daley marching in the front row down state street a good opportunity for the democratic 
candidate to be seen by chicago voters and to demonstrate his friendship with the italian americans who 
sponsored the parade carter was supposed to have walked four blocks and stopped at the reviewing stand to 
watch the parade but he kept going to the end of the parade route aides said he walked on at the insistence 
of mayor daley but other sources said it was the secret service who urged him to keep going a report had 
come in to chicago police that two men had been overheard making a threat against carter's life carter never 
did see the parade he marched to the end of it and left with his motorcade in great disarray for the chicago 
airport don oliver nbc news chicago whereas walter mondale was in new york marching in a columbus day 
parade and before that he met with union leaders and said one said the ford administration's handling of the 
economy in his words had been lousy so he said public sentiment was turning to carter robert hager was 
there watching all of this [Music] the columbus day parade in new york is the nation's largest and a must for 
politicians in this city with its great concentration of italian american voters senator mondale was out front 
marching up fifth avenue and here when there's been some concern among democrats about support from 


italian americans some italian catholics have been wary of jimmy carter's evangelical baptist background or 
the fact that carter referred to them as italians in his acceptance speech but mondale today said he believes 
the democratic 
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today said he believes the democratic ticket will do well among italian americans it's nice for you to have 
minnesota weather for me today later mondale visited the hospital where his old political mentor hubert 
humphrey was getting over surgery for cancer of the bladder he uh he's a good spirits uh dying to get back 
on the campaign trail told me how to handle some of the issues [Applause] and is i'm just very very pleased 
to see him in the condition that he's in what advice did he give you about handling some of the issues well 
especially well he said now in that eastern european thing just tell them all it was was 30 000 tanks and 31 
divisions an act of friendship he said it's not no effort to dominate at all mondale suspends active 
campaigning tonight to rest and to study in preparation for friday's vice presidential television debate in 
houston robert hager nbc news new york lewis harris the pollster is out with a national survey on voter 
attitudes toward watergate and richard nixon's pardon those surveyed reject the idea that to avoid watergate 
style problems in the future it would be better to put a democrat in the white house they don't believe that at 
the same time the poll shows that nearly two out of three think mr ford was wrong when he pardoned nixon 
harris says the survey shows that the watergate issue has been blunted and is not affecting the campaign 
president ford pinned on a ford campaign button with his name written in the cyrillic alphabet today in a 
meeting with 18 leaders of east european ethnic groups and the leaders also wore the buttons in a 
demonstration of support for the president the white house hoped that this would be the burial ceremony for 
the controversy caused by mr ford's assertion that eastern europe is not dominated by the soviet union 
kenley jones has the story in a private meeting with the ethnic 
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in a private meeting with the ethnic leaders after these pictures were made mr ford admitted for the first time 
that he made a mistake in his remarks on eastern europe he said i did not express myself clearly i admit it 
then he went on to say that the countries of eastern europe are dominated by the soviet union but that the 
united and for all the st of eastern europe he then flew to new york to campaign for the jewish vote in a 
speech at a jewish parochial school interrupted at times by demonstrators mr ford attempted to clarify his

rules in the middle of the game to release the names of companies before they were warned their 
participation would be disclosed he hopes that explanation will settle this issue it took jimmy carter several 
days to admit he made a political mistake in granting an interview to playboy magazine it has taken mr ford 
several days to admit the same about his remarks on eastern europe in a campaign in which the election 
may finally be decided on mistakes rather than issues both sides are trying increasingly hard not to make 
another one if they do they may be increasingly reluctant to admit it finley jones nbc news new york three

no one was hurt later the president went to a hospital in manhattan for a short visit with senator hubert

wrongly david jimmy carter back in plains today for arrest said he would tone down his attacks on the 
president and his foreign policy after about a week or so of rather rough language some of his advisers 
thought if carried on it might backfire carter's principal advisor is charles kerbo an atlanta lawyer on his 
assumption that carter will win the election he is now planning for the transition period between the 
november election and the january inauguration and today he was talking about that with marilyn berger the 
law firm of king and spalding takes up the top floors of this building in downtown atlanta this is the nerve 
center for a team planning the transition to a carter administration charles kerbo a member of the firm a 
friend of carter for 16 years says all activities are directed toward the election primarily the things that we're 
doing is making up timetables for action between november and december or january the first in the event 
building mccarthy is elected i think it would be irresponsible if you didn't give consideration to what you would 
be required to do jack watson another of the firm's lawyers 37 years old is in charge of the transition although 
he too likes to say they're concentrating on the election first we do have a timetable one of the 
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first we do have a timetable one of the things that we are doing in our work is trying to focus very sharply on 
those priority issues that the president-elect will have to deal with very early not only in the transition period 
between november and january but in the first six months of the administration we're looking at some of the 
key priority issues such as government organization organization of the white house staff we also have 
responsibility for preparing and submitting to the governor names which have come to us by various names 
of people who might serve in the administration watson says they're looking at four to five thousand names 
he has the carter policy planning group a staff of 50 people with headquarters across the street here they're 
also looking into the cost of a national health insurance welfare programs and an alternative to the 1978 
budget submitted by ford members of the carter team want to be sure that they don't appear arrogant they 
keep saying if carter is elected this is what they'll do but as charlie kerbo put it they want to be sure that when 
everyone wakes up on november third they're not going to look at each other and say what do we do now he 
says they'll know marilyn berger nbc news in atlanta the road today shaking hands and ignoring dean's 
charges and saying the best debates he has heard have been the debates between jimmy carter and jimmy 
carter as in ford's view he has been taking both sides of many questions and he said to audiences in the 
high-income suburbs that carter would be spending more money and they would be paying for it and he took 
this occasion to sign a new bill on revenue sharing federal money sent back to the states and the cities bob 
jameson was there with ford mr ford's first stop was yonkers a city whose financial problems revenue sharing 
is designed to help before signing the bill however the president slapped a jimmy carter for saying that 
revenue sharing in its present form is a hoax but he apparently had no trouble whatsoever 
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whatsoever in finding uses for the 140 million dollars in general revenue sharing funds that came to georgia 
during his one term as governor of that state as far as i know he didn't send a single penny of that big hoax 
revenue sharing back to washington during those four years the bill extends revenue sharing until 1980 and 
makes 25 billion dollars available in that period to local governments and the president said without this kind 
of help local property taxes would rise in public office with that out of the way mr ford pressed a harsh new 
attack on carter for the length of the motorcade he claimed carter is a candidate whose election would mean 
free spending and higher taxes more striking than at any time since the primaries the president told his 
mostly middle class audiences that carter wants to raise taxes threatens to take away tax deductions for 
homeowners and plans to increase federal spending by a hundred to two hundred billion dollars a year do 
you want your taxes raised so you can so you can pay for those hundred billion dollar programs of jimmy 
carter [Applause] while carter has disputed mr ford's characterization of his record it is a description ford's 
handlers believe will make inroads in the crucial northeast bob jameson nbc news with the ford campaign in 
new city ford met at the white house with israeli foreign minister igal alone and disclosed that the 
administration has decided to lift a ban on some new weapons for israel and to speed up the delivery of other 
weapons it's been reported that the decision to do this was made quickly last week and that some officials in 


washington believe it was done for political reasons one of these weapons is a concussion bomb of stunning 
power the other is a device which guides aircraft in the dark richard valeriani has more on the story [Music] 
this deadly concussion bomb which explodes in the air and crushes people 
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explodes in the air and crushes people and things below is one of the major new weapons israel will get 
president ford also agreed to supply israel with a new infrared system that both pilots and ground troops can 
use to pinpoint targets in the dark neither weapon has ever been made available to a foreign country before 
well-placed administration sources say the decision to provide these weapons to israel was made at the 
white house without the normal consultations with the pentagon and the state department some pentagon 
officials complained that american forces will now be temporarily shortchanged and some state department 
officials are concerned about the reaction in the arab world and they now expect new demands from arab 
countries for more modern american equipment these officials point out that israel would eventually have 
received these new weapons anyway but without all the fanfare generated by the pre-election timing white 
house officials deny that the timing was motivated by political reasons but all the evidence points in that 
direction richard valeriani nbc news washington and chancellor and david brinkley reporting from the nbc 
news center in new york good evening the investigation of president ford's campaign money in grand rapids 
michigan found he had done nothing wrong the special watergate prosecutor charles ruff said there was no 
evidence to support any allegations against him and said the case was closed on hearing that the president 
announced a news conference on television tonight here's james polk in washington the watergate special 
prosecutor's investigation lasted three months spokesman dan rosenblatt confirmed the special prosecutor's 
office had been checking whether maritime unions gave campaign donations to ford for his personal use and 
rosenblatt said investigators found no truth in that they subpoenaed campaign records from ford's hometown 
of grand rapids michigan 
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michigan where the seafarers and the marine engineers unions had sent several contributions investigators 
also reviewed a tax audit of ford's returns for the five years before he became vice president ford's office 
turned over other financial records voluntarily finally marine engineers union head jesse calhoun was given 
immunity to testify before a grand jury last week rosenblatt said not only was the original tip dismissed as 
untrue but investigators found no evidence of any other violation of the law accordingly the matter has now 
been closed and counsel for the president has been so advised with that ford is unlikely to have any more 
troubles with maritime money this year the marine engineers have been giving their money this time to ford's 
opponent jimmy carter james polk nbc news washington jimmy carter was on the road in new york state 
while all of this was going on he was talking about economic issues and on stopping the buildup of nuclear 
arms by the united states and the soviet union don oliver reports from the carter campaign kreger has been 
criticized of late for running a somewhat mean campaign with personal jabs at president ford there were no 
sharp attacks by the democratic nominee today and he warned the rochester crowd about believing charges 
against him don't believe all the stories that you hear from my republican administration by republican 
opposition if i believed everything i heard said about me i wouldn't vote for myself in syracuse carter was 
asked about the clean bill of health the special prosecutor has given president ford on allegations of misuse 
of campaign funds in michigan i've never used his uh his uh violating or not violating the law as a campaign 
issue the only campaign issue i've raised is that he ought to have a press conference reveal all his records 
and let the public all the investigators 
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and let the public all the investigators decide and i think to the extent that investigators all the news media 
can have access to mr ford in that way you can keep these questions from being carried on from one day to 
another carter says he is happy that president ford is going to hold a news conference tonight but he is not 
happy that it will be carried live on nationwide tv carter says that puts him at a disadvantage and he may ask 


for equal time don oliver nbc news with a carter campaign in syracuse the democrats today announced still 
another drive to register voters before election day the new program will cost just under two million dollars 
bob eugene mccarthy was turned down today by the federal election commission in his effort to get legal 
permission to spend and raise more money he's running as an independent for president the commission's 
vote was strictly party line three republicans voted for mccarthy three democrats voted against him polls 
have shown that mccarthy on election day will take more vote votes from jimmy carter than from gerald ford 
mccarthy however still has one more legal chance for a place on the final presidential debate the u.s court of 
appeals will rule on that possibly next week 48 to 42 that's an improvement for carter the two vice 
presidential candidates dole and mondale uh have their debate tonight we'll have it on live at 9 30 eastern 
time 8 30 central time here's what they were doing today senator mondale suffers some from hypertension 
but today he was a study in relaxed confidence our playing tennis early this morning the competition on the 
court came from members of his campaign staff some suggested it wasn't quite as tough as the competition 
mondale might expect in the debate tonight this is houston's alley theater where the debate will be held 
mondale stopped in late this morning to rehearse become familiar with the set the cameras negotiations for 
this debate were tougher than for the presidential 
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were tougher than for the presidential debates and the ground rules permit the candidates to get at each 
other more directly because of this summer expecting a lively debate tonight mondale's advisors admit 
senator dole may be quick-witted and that that could have some advantages but they also feel mondale is 
more of an issues oriented candidate and feel that over an hour and 15 minutes of television debate time that 
could make the difference robert hager nbc news with senator mondale dole has spent much of the last four 
days in washington reading briefing books supplied by the white house he's also talked to some members of 
the cabinet and to the president who told him to be himself today dole followed mondale to the alley theater 
to look over the facilities he said he thought 20 to 30 percent of the voters are still undecided and hope 
tonight's debate would match the interest of the presidential debates well i assume the audience would be 
smaller but i i said before i think we can put him to sleep quicker than the president's potential candidates did 
but it could be very lively i think we both understand the issues uh we're used to uh standing up and uh 
speaking our views in the senate sometimes even though they're not solicited true except for a wobbly 
lectern dole pronounced the setup inside fine but his tie was declared too busy by the television technicians i 
thought it was pretty nice cm carter mondale so he went to a tie store bought two more conservative ties they 
cost 31.50 and with that final task completed he declared himself ready for senator mondale tonight charles 
quinn nbc news houston are you uh capable of being president i think so are you capable of being president 
senator i think so these days the odds are two to one that one of these men will be president someday four 
of our last six presidents were vice president first that is why tonight's debate is 
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that is why tonight's debate is presidential as well as vice presidential this is the clearest choice this year no 
two candidates could be more different more opposite more against each other's convictions their records 
describe the man on your left as a pure liberal democrat and the man on your right as a pure conservative 
republican for seven years in the u s senate together they have been cancelling each other's votes on 
foreign policy and defense on domestic policy on politics on energy they even disagree on whether their 
debate is worth it it really bugs me to interrupt our campaign here for a week to prepare for this and i don't 
think it means all that much uh i look forward to the contrast i think we both have a mission this debate i 
haven't quite figured out what it is but uh you know we're not a liberty to strike out on our own saying that as 
i've said in the first hundred days i'll do this i may not do anything maybe not do anything in the second 
hundred days either if you're vice president i think they're also uh judging that presidential candidate in terms 
of the choice he made for vice president 
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choice he made for vice president and also in terms of what kind of strengths that vice president would bring 
to an administration what kind of president would make god forbid if it were necessary for vice president to 
assume the presidency tonight's performance at the alley theater of houston is by two under studies of the 
presidency you will see more of them tonight than you will for a long time one will go back to the relative 
obscurity of the us senate the other to the relative obscurity of the vice presidency but both of them know that 
four of our last six presidents were vice presidents first the debate is a recognition of that and a reminder that 
one of these will soon be one breath away from extraordinary power john hart nbc news washington shortly 
nine months in time and millions in dollars after the new hampshire primary we are two weeks away from the 
end of the most prolonged expensive and difficult campaign in american history going into this final burst of 
political frenzy senator mondale was saying today the ford administration has no energy policy worth 
mentioning carter was saying he would lean over backward to keep his campaign out of the gutter ford was 
giving out medals and getting ready for the last debate and doe was saying the trouble with carter was that 
no one knew where he stood first mondale and robert hager in denver in denver before a conference of 
officials from 17 western states mondale attacked the ford administration for allowing major oil companies to 
buy up coal and uranium mining rights and other natural resources what we have seen is that the 
government has given away or sold or leased this nation's and this region's public's resources for private 
gain to the major oil companies 
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private gain to the major oil companies today the major oil companies what control fifty percent of the 
uranium we told about the the leases they have in coal and i said the other day if solar energy looks hopeful 
i'll bet they'll buy the sun and when you give anyone too much power in the economy where they can 
speculate where they can control where they don't have to compete where they have vast resources and 
they can wait you out they'll abuse it [Applause] mondale said he and carter support the concept of making 
the oil companies get rid of their interest in some of these other resources later today mondale began what 
will be three days of campaigning in california where energy and natural resources are also important issues 
and where there are 45 electoral votes at stake robert hager nbc news los angeles while carter was in planes 
reading the new poll figures and promising to make no more personal attacks on president ford and to lean 
over backward to keep his campaign out of the gutter john chancellor is in plains john after the debate with 
president ford in san francisco carter was using tough language and making personal attacks on the 
president he said mr ford had been brainwashed on the question of soviet control of central europe he called 
on the president to tell the truth the whole truth and nothing but the truth about his personal finances very 
tough today however meeting with reporters here carter said no more personal attacks he was asked if he 
thought the last couple of weeks were the low road part of the campaign not on that part i'm going to bend up 
backwards the last two weeks not to make any sort of personal attacks our own president forward i believe 
that the uh american people react adversely to that 
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react adversely to that as all of you know if you go through a whole day of talking about crime control and 
and uh employment opportunities and educational allotments and make one or two comments about your 
opponent the one or two comments against your opponent are the ones that appear in the news after the first 
debate pollster lou harris showed carter with a seven point lead over the president today harris released a 
survey made after the second debate which shows a narrower gap carter leading the president by four points 
44 to 40. carter talked today about the race getting closer we had a 35 lead in the south which is uh too high 
to maintain and as that's dropped off our overall average has dropped off but we picked up as harris and 
others have shown in the east and i think we have a horse race in the midwest which ordinarily would be 
inclined towards ford and dole since they both live in that region carter seems confident of victory although 
he said today he didn't know how many states he would carry he seems a bit tired on saturday night in ohio 
for the first time we heard his voice crack tonight he'll be in florida then on the road in north carolina and new 
york and then back home to plains for homework and rest the final and most important presidential debate 
will be in williamsburg on friday the east room was the president's first campaign stop of the day he went 


there to award national science medals to 15 people but he also used the setting to take a left-handed 
political poke at jimmy carter he noted that three more americans won nobel prizes today and said that 
disproves carter's charge that america has lost respect abroad some have recently raised some doubts 
about america's continuing leadership in the family of nations these doubts were surely put to rest this 
morning by this announcement his next stop was the rose garden where he presided over the swearing-in 
ceremony for edward aguirre as the new 
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ceremony for edward aguirre as the new commissioner of education then it was a strategy session in the 
cabinet room with nine republican senators and seven gop governors the leaders came out to say they think 
the race is in a dead heat it takes a good horse to catch up to the pack the way the president has caught up 
since the first poll results after the democratic national convention he's come a long way he's now i think in a 
dead heat race and he's covered a lot of territory and gained a lot of ground in a relatively brief period of time 
baker and others expressed enthusiasm for the president's plan to barnstorm eight big states and several 
others from the final debate until election day and ford campaign aides were bubbling with enthusiasm over 
the latest polls and saying they believe the president's problems over eastern europe and campaign finances 
are behind him in short just the right time to take the campaign on the road for good bob jamison nbc news at 
the white house it's up for grabs the republicans got some bad economic news the latest figures on the 
growth of the economy show that the growth rate is not fast enough to make a dent in unemployment jimmy 
carter jumped on those figures he said the administration says that prosperity is just around the corner but 
new signs of weaknesses are appearing every day here's more on carter's day from kenley jones speaking 
to a meeting of the american public health association carter said there is a tragic gap between the quality of 
health care for those who are affluent and for those who are not he repeated his call for a comprehensive 
program of national health insurance you know as well as any group the complexities of such a program but 
certain basic principles are clear the coverage must be universal and mandatory among those who would 
benefit most from national health insurance and a comprehensive health care program would be the nation's 
elderly carter did not miss the opportunity to make that point here in south miami beach which is heavily 
populated with retired people 





populated with retired people carter told a rally that as a congressman gerald ford voted against medicare it 
had in many years a president who was willing to work with the congress to establish a nationwide 
comprehensive health insurance health care system next january you're going to have a kind of president 
and if you'll help me we'll do it but carter has said that his pledge to balance the federal budget takes priority 
over implementing new government programs such as national health insurance when carter arrived at a 
rally in winston-salem he talked more about balancing the budget he said the working man whose taxes pay 
the bills for the elderly and for those who can't work is treated unfairly when he has to pay higher taxes for 
deficit spending and before this first term is over we're gonna have a balanced budget for the united states 
although carter did not actually promise to provide both a balanced budget and complete national health 
insurance during his first term he may have left that impression today kim lee jones nbc news winston-salem 
north carolina president ford stayed home today but he did manage to get in a few critical words about carter 
he said he wants to take money away from the military and spend it on what he called a galaxy of new social 
programs he accepted an award from the amvets and said if the us has to go to a bargaining table with her 
hands tied behind her back she will return not on her feet but on her knees dole is seeing almost as many 
cows and pigs these days as he is republicans he trudged through the stockyards at sioux city iowa mindful 
at support for president ford in the traditionally republican farm belt is soft his job dole said is to firm it up 
today he went to a dairy farm near springfield missouri the george nixon farm not related dole said i want to 
make that perfectly clear what hurt president ford the most among 
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what hurt president ford the most among the farmers were the green embargoes an issue dole tries to meet 
head-on let me touch just a minute on embargoes it's become a symbol in rural america of a lack of 
understanding now i oppose the embargoes at the outset i said so i even refused to come to kansas city with 
the president that next week not to affront the president but to let some of the bureaucrats know that i felt 
that made a mistake it was a mistake and i just suggest that we've learned the hard way we're not going to 
make that mistake again dole is particularly suited for this kind of campaigning he comes from kansas he 
served for years on the agricultural committees of both house and senate he is at home among rural 
conservatism the farm vote is important to the republicans but their own polls show that it is below what it 
ought to be in a normal presidential year that's why senator dole is spending so much time in the farm states 
as the campaign moves into the home stretch charles quinn nbc news greene county missouri the league of 
women voters today announced the names of the panelists for friday night's presidential debate joseph craft 
the columnist robert maynard of the washington post jack nelson of the los angeles times barbara walters of 
abc will be the moderator david fireman factory income race religion is illinois in recent presidential elections 
the winner in illinois has usually been the winner nationally so there is great interest in the campaign now in 
illinois and garrick utley has traveled the state to see what he could learn for our special this evening there 
are a lot of votes in chicago almost half of illinois total and most of them are going to jimmy carter enough 
according to the chicago sun times poll the most respected and reliable in the state for carter to win illinois 
this is the town of the richard daley get out the democratic vote political machine 
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democratic vote political machine thank you very much but this year in chicago carter is running even 
stronger than the democratic state candidates for example michael howlett who is cast from the same mold 
as daley is going to lose badly in his race for governor carter stays far away from losers but like all 
democratic presidential candidates he gets as close as he can to bailly the votes have been forthcoming for 
the democratic party yes because the democratic party is best for its people but also because mayor daley 
and all of you have aroused a continuing sense of trust among people who look to you for political leadership 
this is harrisburg illinois population 500. a long way from chicago we're at the opposite end of the state where 
the accents like the politics are distinctly southern i won't say car came before he ain't much harrisburg 
illinois is further south than richmond virginia the capital of the confederacy this part of the state is tailor- 
made for carter we learned that when we spoke with two brothers who edit the town newspaper roy and j.r 
small if i may uh put a little religious note in here this is very strong baptist territory we're in the bible belt 
down here and the southern baptists are the predominant religion in this part of the country and jimmy carter 
is of course noted as a prominent baptist layman i think this is helping him on both sides between the bible 
belt of southern illinois and the crowded wards of chicago is the heartland of the state where republican 
votes are like the corn waiting to be harvested when president four took his campaign train through farming 
communities he faced friendly crowds he also hoped to latch onto the popularity of a republican state 
candidate [Applause] 





[Applause] jim thompson is a former federal prosecutor with an ambition to be president he's expected to win 
the governorship by a landslide when thompson worked the crowds president ford was following right behind 
votes though are not transferred so easily people in illinois this year more than ever are splitting their tickets 
[Music] the one place where president ford is solidly ahead of jimmy carter is in the growing suburbs of 
chicago where corn fields turn into housing developments where air-conditioned shopping malls await those 
who have fled the city i don't think that the daily machine has any influence out here at all not as far as i'm 
concerned suburbs like these are often the decisive battleground of american politics but not in illinois not 
this year although president ford is leading here it's not by enough to overcome jimmy carter's lead 
elsewhere in the state it now appears that carter will have enough votes here in chicago and in the southern 
part of the state to win illinois but there's more here than just the promise of 26 electoral votes the two pillars 
of carter's campaign strategy have been the southern vote and the northern big cities illinois is proving it right 
garrett copley nbc news in chicago we'll have the final answer in illinois and all the other states two weeks 


from tonight that's it for this evening good night for nbc news earlier president ford held another press 
conference at the white house his second in a week marilyn berger reports president ford lost no time going 
on the attack carter he said does waver wander wiggle and waffle but ford was on the defensive too today he 
was asked about speculation that he plans to pardon nixon aids mitchell haldeman and erlickman there is 
absolutely no validity 
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there is absolutely no validity whatsoever to that uh rumor in fact uh you're the first one that's raised it with 
me so i want you to know it i want everybody else to know it there's no credence whatsoever to it ford was 
also asked whether carter's threat to cut off all trade including food was a realistic way of dealing with 
another arab oil embargo with ford in the white house he said the arabs would not cut off oil supplies my 
answer would be that i would not tolerate an arab oil embargo but i add very quickly in the current 
atmosphere because of the leadership of the ford administration you aren't going to have an arab oil 
embargo i think we can avoid any arab oil embargo and not have to resort to cutting off food that american 
farmers have produced and sell abroad in order to help our economy here at home this was ford's last white 
house press conference before a 10-day campaign blitz there were promises for the future and a defense of 
the record the ford strategy for winning what has become a very close race marilyn berger nbc news 
washington jimmy carter stayed home in plains today his hands were sore and nicked and scratched from 
handshaking yesterday in a day of campaigning that took him from harlem to miami beach his messages 
message in these places was vote he is concerned that a low turnout could defeat him because the common 
wisdom in politics is that those who don't vote are mainly democrats john other campaign notes carter was 
criticized today by senator bob dole who's had an advance look at an interview carter gave the ladies home 
journal in the interview carter says quote unlike lyndon johnson i feel sure 
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quote unlike lyndon johnson i feel sure about myself deep inside carter says johnson never felt secure 
around the eastern establishment but that he doesn't feel ill at ease with that group carter got into political 
trouble in texas because of some remarks he made about johnson in playboy magazine the ford people have 
taken out newspaper ads in oklahoma showing the cover of that issue of playboy alongside last week's 
newsweek cover which shows a stern jaw gerald ford the ad asks voters to read both magazines hates which 
is drawing some criticism today the ad consists of the cover of the issue of playboy magazine containing an 
interview with jimmy carter along with a cover from newsweek which makes gerald ford look strong and wise 
newsweek complained today that it had not been asked for permission that it doesn't endorse candidates 
and jimmy carter who's in plains georgia complained about the ad carter also talked about his assertion that 
if elected he would end the arab boycott kenley jones reports when carter visited his peanut warehouse this 
morning he said he is still confident he could end the era boycott despite president ford's criticism of him as 
being naive for saying that carter did not mention any specific steps he would take except to say that he 
believes proposals introduced in the last congress which would have made it illegal for companies to 
participate in the boycott would have been substantially successful on another matter carter was asked about 
republican campaign ads comparing carter's interview in playboy magazine with the newsweek cover story 
on mr ford carter said the president Knows that playboy has interviewed many respectable people including 
members of his own cabinet and i think it's a highly uh misleading sort of advertising campaign to insinuate 
that i am a special case and i have low morals simply because i granted an interview to playboy magazine 
but mr ford made the decision to do it and i personally don't believe that it will help him any carter said he 
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that it will help him any carter said he is satisfied with attorney general levy's decision not to open a full-scale 
investigation of whether mr ford lied about his involvement with the nixon administration to block an early 
investigation of watergate i think [Music] the question is one that cannot be answered between now and the 
election when asked if he thinks there should be an investigation after the election carter said i don't have 


any way to know that kim lee jones nbc news planes georgia whereas walter mondale was in new york 
marching in a columbus day parade and before that he met with union leaders and said one said the ford 
administration's handling of the economy in his words had been lousy so he said public sentiment was

back on the campaign trail told me how to handle some of the issues [Applause] and i'm just very very 
pleased 





and i'm just very very pleased to see him in the condition that he's in what advice did he give you about 
handling some of the issues well especially well he said now in that eastern european thing just tell them all it 
was was 30 000 tanks and 31 divisions an act of friendship he said it's not no effort to dominate at all 
mondale suspends active campaigning tonight to rest and to study in preparation for friday's vice presidential 
television debate in houston robert hager nbc news new york ford says it'll be different from the others he 
said quote governor carter will answer his questions and i will question my answers john chancellor is in 
williamsburg john it is candidates day here at the college of william and mary the scene of the final debate in

century on election day that was a reference to the fact that ford trailed carter by 
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trailed carter by 30 points last july in the gallup poll the latest gallop gives carter a six point lead here are two 
reports on mr ford's activities today [Music] president ford told his supporters i won't let you down the white 
house had decided on a big send-off so several hundred staffers and friends showed up for what looked like 
a pep rally mr ford told them that since the convention his improvement in the polls has been phenomenal 
and right today the polls are so close that i think we have an excellent opportunity to pull the political surprise 
of the century and to come back and win the president then left for a campaign blitz of as many as a dozen 
states with a familiar salute he boarded his helicopter for the first stop the last debate here with a report from 
williamsburg is bob jameson the presidential party arrived in williamsburg at midday with aids conceding 
tonight's meeting with jimmy carter could decide the election the president seemed in high spirits his 
handlers said he was confident and relaxed eager for the contest mr ford interrupted last minute preparation 
to visit the theater and its stage with the familiar setting his study for the debate has not been as intense his 
briefing book thinner than for the first two meetings one eighth said that is so because advisors do not want 
mr ford over prepared his approach tonight will most likely not include the sharp attacks on carter that have 
been part of recent stump speeches he wants to come across as the relaxed leader in command and he also 
does not want to risk making another mistake that aids feel could be fatal to his campaign so they will be 
satisfied with an error-free tie bob jamison nbc news williamsburg 200 years ago phi beta kappa was 
founded here at the college of william mary as a debating society those 18th century b wig debaters however 
could not have 
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wig debaters however could not have imagined the scene here today with the cameras the lights the 
microphones and the ever watchful secret service agents douglas kiker has prepared a preview of tonight's 
20th century debate colonial williamsburg now perfectly restored and reconstructed is more a national shrine 
than anything else williamsburg served as the seat of government for britain's huge virginia colony in colonial 
times then briefly as the first capital of the new commonwealth of virginia it was here in the old capitol 
building where members of the colonies general assembly including patrick henry denounced british taxes 
drafted their own resolution of independence and resolved finally to revolt and it was here in the old raleigh 
tavern just down the street from the capitol building where they decided to call for a convention of the first 
continental congress george with lived here george with who signed the declaration of independence and 
who taught law to john marshall a future chief justice of the united states and thomas jefferson when he 
served as second governor of the new state of virginia lived here before that this was the official residence of 
the british royal governors george washington frequently worshipped here at brewton parish church 
washington also served as chancellor at williamsburg's college of william and mary tonight's debate will be 
held at william and mary's phi beta kappa hall pool producer this time is nbc the moderator tonight will be 
barbara walters of abc news and panel members are jack nelson of the los angeles times robert maynard of 
the washington post and columnist joseph craft the format for the debate tonight essentially is the same as 
for the first two douglas kiker nbc news williamsburg virginia today was a bad day for eugene mccarthy the 
independent candidate for president the u.s court of appeals in washington rejected his demand that he be 
allowed to appear here in williamsburg on tonight's final presidential debate further the new york state 
supreme court knocked 





the new york state supreme court knocked mccarthy off the ballot in new york state because petitions 
requesting that he be on the ballot didn't have enough valid signatures that is very good news for jimmy 
carter since gene mccarthy could have heard him in new york which has 41 electoral votes the college of 
william and mary's second oldest in the country second only to harvard john chancellor is in phi beta kappa 
hall for tonight's debate john the debate there will be on a stage where you were now standing since the 
election now seems to be so close you suppose this might decide it i think david it could decide it in the 
negative if either man here tonight makes a serious mistake that could be it if there are no big boners here 
tonight i'm not sure it'll be decisive sometimes we hear it said the american people will not take an election 
seriously until the world series is over it's over what do you suppose we will see in here in these last 10 days 


of the campaign well i think what you're going to see is an enormous media blitz on the part of the people are 
going to travel the president constantly from now until election day when he leaves here tonight uh i think you 
will see them campaigning in states where they think it's going to be close and i think on the carter side you 
will see a more relaxed campaign even a day off for carter and they say they booked their ads in advance in 
better places at better times by election day then they might be in need of plasma as well as votes might you 
guess we all will be they think the ford people say that they think they are closing in the polls the carter 
people say they will hold on to the lead they have and we'll know 11 days from tonight john thank you very 
much and good night for all of us at nbc news defense workers out of work 25th with john chancellor and

president and the one we've got was on the road today campaigning hard mr ford was in the pacific 
northwest on a political odyssey that will keep him out of the white house until the election he was talking 
about jobs and our man bob jameson was with him mr ford was in friendly territory the seattle times poll 
shows him ahead of carter here and the region is populated with workers who depend on the defense and 
aircraft industries for their well-being he told an airport crowd of his order to the airlines to meet new noise 
standards a move he predicted that would ultimately create a quarter of a million new jobs the president then 
toured a shipbuilding yard that holds a 45 billion defense contract to develop a new amphibious landing craft 
and mr ford zipped across puget sound aboard a hydrofoil to a noontime waterfront rally [Music] though the 
president is still running behind carter nationwide at a time when campaign aides felt he would by now have 
caught up there is a public air of confidence that the president will catch up by election day expressed by 
aides and by the president himself i'm absolutely confident with the enthusiasm that you have that we're 
going to carry the state of washington on november 2nd and will win in this election across the country the 
president's public appearances will remain pretty much traditional mr ford's campaign however is being 
tailored to the needs of his final week media blitz that is where some aides believe the president has an edge 
over jimmy carter the money to saturate the airwaves with the forward message the ford campaign has 
plenty of cash left to spend on advertising and so they are counting heavily that a series of telecasts in key 
states commercials both positive about ford and negative about carter and a final nationwide program on 
election eve will make the difference bob jameson nbc news with the ford campaign in seattle senator dole 
was stumping around new england today 





stumping around new england today saying jimmy carter's views on defense are bad enough but the thought 
of senator mondale having anything to say about it was downright frightening enough to cause him trembling 
and shuttering also he said if the military's spending were reduced it would mean a loss of jobs robert hager 
traveling with dole reports as follows it was snowing as dole's motorcade rolled into presque isle maine a 
small city on the canadian border where people are worried about defense spending the pentagon wants to 
cut back operations at nearby loring air force base that would throw two thousand people here out of work 
dole came here to charge that as many as a half million defense related jobs could be at stake nationally if 
carter and mondale win oh senator mondale's very big on government spending big on welfare big on make 
work programs for america like leaf ranking and ditch digging the defense department estimates for example 
that jimmy carter's minimum proposal will cut spending by five to seven billion dollars would cost an 
estimated two hundred to five hundred and sixty thousand jobs any cut in defense spending right now is too 
much i have noted the russians cutting defense spending i haven't noted the people's republic of china 
cutting defense spending you know it and i know it and president ford knows it but i say i would rather spend 
a million dollars or for that matter a billion dollars preserve peace than to expend a single human life in 
pursuit of war that's what it's really all about the republican ticket has been charged with being insensitive to 
unemployment by accusing the democrats of throwing defense workers out of work dole hopes to make the 
jobs issue work for the republican ticket robert hager nbc news presque isle maine jimmy carter was at home 
in plains georgia while all this was going on taking a day off before the final week 





taking a day off before the final week of the campaign he'll be on the trail tomorrow his running mate senator 
mondale was on the trail and it was as we say one of those days charles quinn was with mondale when 
walter mondale decided two years ago not to run for president of the united states he knew there'd be days 
like today mondale got up before 6 a.m to go to a plant gate in duquesne pennsylvania he was late to say 
that he shook 20 hands would be generous as a result of very true planning and careful calibration of our 
schedule we were able to get up very very early in the morning and arrive at the decaying plant five minutes 
after the shift had gone into the thereby being able to see the landscape unfettered so we feel we're on our 
way things are picking up they can't get worse but they did the next event was an old democratic standby 
breakfast with unemployed workers two of the three tables were empty and if that weren't enough the 
democrats had planned a rally here in jfk park in mckeesport pennsylvania a rally that was cancelled by rain 
things picked up later in paramus new jersey the first of four stops in that state the band played in tune the 
crowd was big and beautifully partisan thank you very much the setbacks earlier in the day were all but 
forgotten charles quinn nbc news paramus new jersey eight days to go eight days until we elect a president 
has either candidate been able to get across his ideas do the voters know what's important there have been 
quite a lot of personal remarks made by the candidates about each other and there's been some criticism of 
that but there have also been thousands of words put out by both campaigns on issues on foreign and 
domestic 
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on issues on foreign and domestic matters well we have a poll completed before the third debate and our 
special tonight prepared by john hart is an examination of what some voters feel about these two men who 
are often seen in the distance at rallies or on the television screen most of the country was not in springfield 
illinois when gerald ford's campaign came through and only a few of the three thousand people there got to 
see him up close betty and i are here because this is how he looked back in the crowd most of the country 
did not attend the jimmy carter rally in winston-salem north carolina and this is how he looked back in the 
crowd in a presidential campaign no matter how close the candidate wants to get to all the people there is 
distance between him and most of the electorate most of the electorate sees him on television or reads 
about him in the newspapers where we've been told this year this campaign is boring or trivial or not getting 
through to us on the issues nbc news took a national poll of people likely to vote to find out what is coming 
through in this campaign and to see if it makes any difference we ask how much difference does it make to 
you who is elected president i think it makes a great deal of difference who's elected today i think that the two 
the two candidates represent two different philosophies and how to run the country quiet a lot i think there's 
some difference very little our poll shows it makes a great deal of difference who is elected to 32 percent 
quite a lot of difference to 25 percent that's a majority but 39 percent altogether said it makes some or very 
little difference to them who is elected more than a third saying it doesn't matter much we asked if there's 
much difference between ford and carter and the kind of president each would be 
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president each would be and what he would accomplish a great deal quite a lot 31 thought there's a great 
deal of difference between the kind of president each man would be 29 thought there'd be quite a lot of 
difference and nearly a third figured they wouldn't be much different as president then we mentioned some 
issues in the campaign and asked which men would do a better job on each one foreign affairs i think jimmy 
carter do the best oh cheryl lord no question about it president ford ford came out ahead 53 saying gerald 
ford would do better with foreign affairs 30 saying carter would and this is after ford's remark on eastern 
europe who would do better on making the tax system fairer i'm sure president ford will is trying to do that i 
think definitely that jimmy carter is the better man here jimmy carter carter led on the tax issue 49 saying he 
would do better 30 saying ford would do better and which man would do better against inflation bringing 
down the cost of living i think would have to go on mr ford i think jimmy carter would carter came out slightly 
ahead on inflation 39 saying he'd do better 32 percent saying ford would how about streamlining the federal 


government nearly impossible regardless of who gets elected i like what carter has to say but whether he 
can actually do that or not i don't know carter he wants to jimmy carter's promise to streamline the 
government is getting through 50 percent said he would do it better only 22 percent said ford would finally 
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said ford would finally unemployment i think ford's already done that and i think he'll continue to do so 
reducing unemployment i think has to go on mr carter carter carter beat ford two to one on the 
unemployment issue half the people surveyed saying he would do better only 24 saying ford would so in the 
last days of the campaign ford is strong in foreign affairs almost equal to carter on inflation and carter leads 
on taxes unemployment and government efficiency the campaign seems boring and trivial to some but a lot 
of people think they know where the candidates stand on the issues and are drawing their own conclusions 
john hart nbc news washington in the last week of the campaign the last week carter was out working south 
carolina and illinois saying a strong defense could cost less and defending his statement that he would not 
send troops to help yugoslavia if it were attacked by the russians there's been too much bluff and blustering 
about sending troops here and there he said john president ford continued to hammer away today at carter 
on foreign policy issues kenley jones is traveling with the president and here is his report in a speech before 
the economic club of pittsburgh the president continued to criticize carter's lack of experience in foreign 
affairs as demonstrated by what mr ford called carter's ill-advised comment on yugoslavia the president said 
carter's policies could be dangerous in place of a strong defense the alternative called for in this election is 
weakened defense in place of strong alliances we are offered troop pullbacks and sweeping reviews of 
america's commitments to its allies there is a significant risk it could 
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there is a significant risk it could lead to major international crises in a question and answer session after the 
speech all of the questions except one were about the economy not surprising for an economic club 
audience perhaps but an indication at least that the economy may be a more important issue in the election 
than foreign affairs and whether carter is experienced enough to handle them from pennsylvania the 
president flew to illinois another state rich in electoral votes where he was met by mrs ford she is also out on 
the campaign trail this week at a chicago shopping center called ford city the president was talking again 
about cutting taxes and putting people back to work but he had a hard time keeping the attention of the 
crowd at one point mr ford asked them to listen carefully but it did not appear to do much good the president 
is probably hoping for a more attentive audience tonight when he continues to campaign for illinois votes by 
television on a statewide hookup it will be the second of five half-hour programs the ford campaign has 
bought for broadcast in key electoral states between now and the election kenley jones nbc news chicago 
president ford was out in the cold air today talking of momentum saying he had a lot of it that he thought he 
would pull a harry truman win the election and fool the experts and he was trying to separate his 
administration as far as he could from that of richard nixon saying he had ended the imperial presidency the 
dictatorial presidency marilyn berger is traveling with him and here's her report left the snows of chicago the 
surf of atlantic city in his continuing search for votes in states where the race is close in the last days of his 
campaign ford is making his character the issue he's trying to strengthen his image as a man of people can 
trust today he contrasted his administration with that of richard nixon supporting administration is not an 
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supporting administration is not an imperial presidency we don't have the ceremony and the pomp and the 
dictatorial attitude and we believe that an imperial presidency is not in conformity with my own personal ideas 
nor is it in conformity with what i think our founding fathers but questions about his ties to nixon continued to 
pursue him today he was asked about attorney general levy's investigation of john dean's charge that a white 
house aide had asked for to block the first congressional watergate investigation and the total integrity of the 
attorney general mr edward levy and his decision i think fully and completely ends that matter did that close 
the issue i have full confidence in the attorney general he's a man of great integrity i'm sure he's done a good 


job and i think his decision uh which he made was the right one ford then came to pennsylvania here at 
villanova the theme again was trust ford strategists believe that the subconscious issue of this campaign is 
richard nixon that the voters are comparing both candidates to the former president now ford has started to 
put as much distance as possible between himself and the president who appointed him he's also trying to 
show that there's a big difference between ford and carter marilyn berger with the ford campaign in 
pennsylvania in the matter of the justice department's investigation of gerald ford's role in blocking that early 
congr watergate congressional investigation officials at the justice department say they stand behind every 
word in their statement that they found nothing to warrant a further investigation that they said exactly what 
they did there was also unhappiness at the nbc news report that the investigation appeared to be only a 
cursory one david jimmy carter meanwhile was in new york city that is saying that as president he would do 
all he could to help the city 
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would do all he could to help the city out of its financial troubles he had a sound truck rolling around with a 
band playing when you're smiling a motorcade down fifth avenue and the garment district drawing very large 
crowds don oliver was there in the middle of it all every four years there is a parade down new york's fifth 
avenue followed by a rally in the garment district every four years the presidential candidate who has the 
endorsement of organized labor is the main man in this parade and rally timmy carter was very happy to be 
here to show that he is close to the union members of this country because their help may be crucial to him 
in an election contest in which there seems to be more apathy than interest carter needs the machinery of 
organized labor to get the people to vote on [Music] tuesday unity greatness and a spirit has always made us 
great it'll make us great once again how many of you will help me next tuesday after the rally carter received 
a pledge from the afl-cio that 100 000 workers will be out nationwide next monday contacting every union 
member on the job make sure they vote and vote for carter democratic party chairman robert strauss said 
carter would win if the election were held today but he warned that president ford's heavy advertising 
campaign could cause carter problems strauss denounced the new ford commercials deceptive they're 
misleading some of them are vicious i resent them deeply and personally and i think the people fair-minded 
people in this country are going to before leaving new york carter made a trip to the residence of cardinal 
cook the leader of new york's large catholic population sources said carter had asked for the meeting to 
discuss his position on abortion his stand against an anti-abortion amendment has caused him problems with 
catholic leaders across the country don oliver nbc news new york 





don oliver nbc news new york former senator eugene mccarthy was back campaigning for president today 
after a court in new york state ruled that his name must appear on the state ballot next tuesday earlier it had 
been taken off in new york by another court and there will be yet another court hearing presidential 
campaigns were in full swing today with four campaigning days to go before the election president ford was 
in the middle west promising a tax cut and his aides were saying that the ford campaign has turned the 
corner that victory will be theirs the polls show carter ahead not by much and a survey released today shows 
441 newspapers supporting the ford candidacy with 80 endorsing carter don harris was with the ford 
campaign the first campaign appearance of the day was in indianapolis indiana there gerald ford said he 
thought he knew why jimmy carter had lost his big lead in my view one very important reason for his 
precipitous decline in popularity is that since his party's convention he has relied very very heavily on the 
discredited old formula of more promises more programs and more spending the people running the board 
campaign say it's beer man who now has the momentum he's getting the big enthusiastic crowds they say 
he really has a chance to win this election now in cincinnati as in philadelphia and chicago the crowds are 
large and they are responsive the candidate responds too one gets the feeling that gerald ford now believes 
the campaign is going better the white house chief of staff richard chaney said today that polls in eight key 
states states with large electoral votes indicate that the race is now too close to call cheney said that ford has 
a good chance of breaking jimmy carter's solid south he said he has surveys that show that ford has come 
from behind to take a 





ford has come from behind to take a slight lead in texas and that the president is making gains in the 
carolinas virginia louisiana and mississippi richard cheney says mr ford will pick up the 270 electoral votes 
necessary to win next tuesday's election but on the other hand cheney and other staff members also say that 
the race is a dead heat right now with just four days of campaigning left tom harris nbc news with the ford 
campaign while jimmy carter in the last days of a long campaign is talking of a tax cut but he is adding some 
ifs hands and butts campaigning in the industrial northeast today he said there could be a tax cut if there is 
economic growth if unemployment is cut to four percent if inflation is controlled and if government spending 
remains normal a total of four ifs kenley jones is traveling with carter campaigning in pittsburgh last night 
carter appeared on a radio talk show at one point he told a caller an across-the-board tax cut would be 
almost inevitable under his administration carter hasn't said that before so this morning in erie reporters ask 
him about it the five to six percent annual growth in our economic strength which we are projecting and with 
the reduction in the unemployment rate down to four percent there's going to be about 60 billion dollars 
accumulated per year above and beyond what we have right now i would guess that a substantial portion of 
that would go for a tax cut a substantial portion would go for uh implementing new programs but the new 
programs will be very carefully phased in over that period to make sure that we do arrive with a balanced 
budget carter said he did not know how much of a tax cut would be possible and by the time he got to 
cleveland for a rally he seemed to be having some second thoughts about whether there will be any tax cut 
at all if we could have inflation control and have us a normal relationship between government spending and 
our normal spending we can realize enough income to have a 
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we can realize enough income to have a combination of new programs and perhaps some tax cuts now i'm 
very careful not to promise that for sure when carter was asked if his talk about a tax cut is simply election 
year rhetoric he said a tax cut new federal programs and a balanced budget are reasonable goals if the 
president the congress and the american people all work together then in what may be the most memorable 
understatement of the campaign he said it will not be easy kenley jones nbc news cleveland on the new york 
state ballot for president off the ballot on again and now he is off again as he has appealed through the state 
courts he has got different rulings now the state's highest court has ruled him off so he is appealing to the u.s 
supreme court but the time is going short of news one which would bolster his spirits the other which may 
dampen them he learned that some public opinion polls around the country show him in a better position the 
field poll in california now puts mr ford six percentage points ahead of jimmy carter but the president also 
found out that the government's index of economic indicators the figures which tend to show which way the 
economy is going dropped seven tenths of one percent last month that was the second time in two months 
that that's happened irving r levine has more on the story the leading economic indicators accurately forecast 
the recent recession the indicators started to move up in february 1975 and did so steadily for 18 months but 
in the last two months the indicators have turned downward again the issuance of residential building permits 
is one of the economic activities measured by today's index and it ran counter to the trend it moved up also 
there was a pickup in industry on contracts and orders for new plants and other equipment but only four of 
the 11 economic activities measured by today's figure

activities measured by today's figure showed any improvement nevertheless the chief economic advisor to 
president ford chose to focus on those improvements if you're asking what the indicators mean about the 
economy i would say the ones that are crucial the ones that are commitments to the future are clearly saying 
that the economy is improving and if anything accelerating and i would say that so far as uh administration 
policy is concerned it's a verification in my judgment that we're on the right track other administration 
economists said that it would take a downturn for at least three months to signal a new recession but by the 
time the third month's figures are in it will be too late to influence the election one way or the other irving r

ahead in the fourth quarter and we're in the fourth quarter now there will be good results by the end of this 
quarter mr ford doubted the news would affect the campaign citing what he called significant progress 
against inflation 
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progress against inflation missouri is the 13th state mr ford has visited since last friday this last campaign trip 
gerald ford's final chance to win the office he fills by accident left the white house one week and 14 000 miles 
ago he left expressing a hope that some of his aides once did not share and right today the polls are so close 
that i think we have an excellent opportunity to pull the political surprise of the century and to come back and 
win in this century only once before has there been such an odyssey with the exception of harry truman in 
1948 no sitting president has been forced from the white house to travel and campaign with the intensity that 
gerald ford has on this trip the decision was simple there was no other choice while the public here is one of 
confidence there is some evidence of anxiety the schedule from the white house was not final until yesterday 
it awaited last-minute results of polling to determine where the need was it was a risk mr ford has never been 
good at long campaign swings these are the trips when he usually stumbles there have been some miscues 
at the end of long days was the beginning of another after short nights of little sleep [Music] rod mcewen rod 
[Applause] and those super singers sarah finished there so far on this trip there have been no major 
mistakes despite the miles and the hours foreign aids have hedged against the exhaustion many afternoons 
the campaigning stops for preparation of regional telecast in key states as important as this trip is the media

ended this investigation if you can believe it without taking testimony of potential witnesses under oath and 
without reviewing critical white house tapes this is not the response of an administration which seeks election 
on the basis of restoring trust in government mr ford record prior to assuming the presidency and the record 
of his administration demonstrate that he did not truly understand the lessons of watergate governor 
mondale's point is that president ford has made trust in government a central issue in the final days of the 
campaign an issue on which mondale believes the president is very vulnerable charles quinn nbc news 
milwaukee eugene mccarthy went all the way to the united states supreme court in his fight to stay on the 
ballot in new york state today he lost he's off the ballot the supreme court turned him down that's relief to 
jimmy carter new york has 41 electoral votes and mccarthy might have taken enough votes away from carter 
to give the state to president ford david back in a minute with all about how the teamster union brought in 
some new faces to watch over its 1 billion 400 million dollar pension fund off their hands and on to the polls 
here's douglas kiker a republican party leader here in ohio once said ohio would be a democratic state if the 
democrats ever bothered to vote well in this presidential election organized labor is trying to bring out that 
vote with one of the biggest most ambitious election drives it has ever conducted ohio is the sixth largest 
state with 25 electoral votes in a presidential election the democratic vote comes from ohio's industrial cities 
akron toledo youngstown and most of all cleveland these blue collar workers comprise about 50 percent of 
the ohio electorate but their turnout at the polls is often 
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but their turnout at the polls is often low and jimmy carver has not especially turned them all the afl-cio union 
office you sound like a real good democrat thanks for talking to me if carter wins here on tuesday most of the 
credit must go to organized labor telephone centers like this one in cleveland have been set up all over the 
state using computerized lists supplied by the afl-cio's washington headquarters paid workers are calling 
every labor union member in the state carter's supporters and undecided voters will get a second call during 
the weekend on election day union volunteers will pick up these information kits and go house to house 
knocking on doors in thousands of selected precincts all over the state urging union members to vote and 
vote in the democratic column nine percent of ohio's four million voters are black but their turnout is usually 
lowest of all this year a special separate attempt to get them to the polls on tuesday is being made and 
governor carter has a personal message for you would you listen to it please hello this is governor jimmy 
carter as you know the election for president will take place on november the second republicans are fully 


aware of this big effort by organized labor here in ohio and they are fighting back with a big expensive well- 
organized campaign drive of their own most of the republican strength in ohio is downstate in hundreds of 
small towns and well-kept neighborhoods like these the rural vote also is heavily republican although this 
time peanut farmer jimmy carter might cut into that no republican has ever been elected president without 
ohio in his column on the other hand ohio has voted for the republican candidate in five out of the last six 
presidential elections and the republican party organization is doing all it can this year to make it six out of 
seven to do that republicans must have a higher party turnout than the democrats and written appeals to get 
out and vote 
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and written appeals to get out and vote have been sent to every registered republican in the state the 
republicans also are running telephone banks all over the state and this sunday a special eight-page insert 
will be placed in newspapers which circulate all over northern ohio so ohio has become the most intensely 
contested state in this election president ford made a campaign stop here this week and drew good crowds 
the race here between him and jimmy carter is now described as being too close to call carter was also here 
and organized labor was out in force to greeting strategists for both sides are now saying ohio could mean 
the difference between victory and defeat in this election and organized labor's success in turning out a big
